Th» "Camel'' Among Plant*. 


The Now York botanical garden pos- 


sesses a curiosiity in a plant which 
supplies its own water from an inter- 
nal reservoir. It comes from the So- 
nora desert, in Mesico. and is called 
the quarequi. The plant develops a 
lar?e, thickened root and stem base, 
and. in the short season—only a few 
weeks in length—during which it can 
obtain water from the soil, it sup- 
plies itself by means of short ten- 
drils, whirli then dry up.

The two most Important reasons why 


artificial beat should be used more or 
less in coring practically all tobaccos 
are that (1) this affords, the only prac- 
ticable means of preventing the decay 
of lent caused by excessive moisture 
during wet weather and (2) tobacco 
does not cure properly at low tem- 
peratures, 
however 
favorable 
tbe 


weather may be otherwise, a fact of 
speciaijmportance In northern tobacco 
districts. 
Where no heat is used' It 


frequently happens that even after tbe 
curing Is largely completed wet periods 
of weather bring the tobacco into such 
moist condition that the color is great- 
ly darkened and the quality of the to- 
bacco otherwise Injured, while if cold 
weather prevails during the curing tbe 
leaf simply dries without otherwise de- 
veloping the desired properties of cured 
tobacco. 


During the flrst stage of the curing, 


in which the yellow color develops, 
the principal value of the heat is to 
maintain a favorable temperature in 
tbe barn, and during this period grent 
care must be taken to avoid too rapid 
drying. It Is evident that the barn 
must be reasonably tight so ai to pre- 
vent the rapid escape of the beat and 
moisture. On the other hand, the barn 
must have proper means of ventilation 
during wet weather; otherwise the air 
In tbe barn soon becomes saturated, 
the drying win be checked, and there 
will be clanger ot pole sweat when the 
*erond stage of ttit caring Is reached. 


Xo heating system will gire satisfac- 


tory results In a barn which is not 
reasonably tight, for the temperature 
In such a b*rn cannot be raised suffi- 
ciently without drying the tobacco too 
rapidly. 


The beating system most have sntB- 


clent capacity. 
A little heat Is fre- 


quently worse than none. Small open 
fires on the floor of the barn, prefer- 
ably In small shallow pits, have been 
eitensiveiy used. The evident points 
In favor of open fires as a source of 
heat In curing are simplicity and cheap- 
ness. Where wood can be nsed thrt Is 
the cheapest method of applying heat 
Charcoal te generally preferred for cur- 
Ing cigar tobacco, however, for the rea- 
son that it burns -with very little smoke.
